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Ma. CHARLES ROGERS was born in London in 1711 | 
and received the firſt rudiments of his education at a private 

/chool, where, he has been heard to declare, he acquired no 

uſeful learning, nor made any proficiency whatever.-Nor was 

it till he had quitted all aſſiſtance _ A un he oy 

gan to aſpire to literature, . 


He then exerted that innate induſtry and application which 
conſtitutes a ſtriking part of his character; and with no aid but 
his own abilities he ſurmounted all the difficulties which op- 
poſed his acquaintance with learning and ſeienee. At twenty 
years of age he was placed as a clerk in the Cuſtom-houſe, and 

by the uſual gradations he roſe in 1747 to the head of his depart= * 

ment, viz. CLERK of THE CErtiricares, an office which he 
filled with diligence, attention, and integrity, almoſt to the end of 

his life. From the time of his admiſſion into the Cuſtom houſe, he 

employed his leiſure hours in cultivating his mind, in improving 
his taſte which was naturally excellent, and in forming. the va- 
luable collections of prints and drawings which he has left behind 
him. In the courſe of his purſuits he became acquainted with 
ſeveral perſons of ſimilar taſte, and among others with Mr. 
Poxp, the lefg connoiſſeur, to whom he more particularly 
attached

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attached himſelf; and by whom he was ted to the Society _ 


of Antiquaries in 1752. Of this ſociety he became a very uſeful 
member; being ſeveral times choſen of the council,—-And in 


1757 he was elected a fellow of the Royal Society. 


| Afeer Mr. Rogers had made ſome. progres in his collefions, 


he conceived the idea of communicating to the public /pecimens 
of the manners of drawing of the great maſters, a work which re- 
quired great induſtry and perſeverance, and was attended with 
confiderable expence,—Quatenus nobis denegatur diu wivere, re- 
linquamus aliquid quo nos vixiſſe teſlemur, was his favourite 
maxim, and a laudable one ſarely it is.— The execution of this 
undertaking may be conſidered as the principal object of his 


life —lt filled up his vacant time, and be had the * to

Beſides this great work, Mr. R Rogen printed. an 2 
tranſlation of the IxrERNO or Davrz in 1782, in 4/9, —lp, the 
performance of which he chiefly attended to giving the ſenſe of 
the author with fidelity. — The charactet of a poet not ſeeming 
to have been an object of his ambition. 


He alſo publiſhed in the AxcHAEOTOOGOTA, vol. III. p. 35, a 
paper on the antiquity of hor/e-ſhoes, and in vol. VI. p. 107, an 
account of certain maſks from the Moſquito ſhore, and many other 
papers. 


A curious letter of his to Mr, Ale, on ſome ancient blocks 
uſed in printing, may be ſeen in Gent.

Mr, Rogers never had his attention diſtracted, nor his ſtudies 
interrupted by the cares of domeſtic life, not having entered into 
the married ſtate—but unbent his mind in the ſociety of very 


near relations,—and, carefully avoiding all political or party

In the boſom” of retirement, when he had FELLA dſen- 
0 kimſelf from buſineſs, he wore out his days in the con- 
verſation of his friends, and in attentions to literary concerns, 
A ſhort while before his death he manifeſted, by feebleneſs, 
the approach of diſſolution, which was unfortunately accelerated 
by an accident that befell him in the beginning of 1783, having 
been thrown down in Fleet-ſtreet by the careleſsneſs or brutality 
of a butcher's boy on horſeback. —And the loſs of ſeveral of his 
friends, at this juncture, ſo much affected his ſpirits, that the 
approaches of death became quite indifferent to him,—He at 
length, after a lingering illneſs reſigned to fate on the ad of 
January 1784, in the 73d year of his age,
